HAT changes will a year of 

war bring to the millions of 

American dinner tables? Will 

we have enough to eat? Will we be 

eating the same things and in the 
same quantities? 

To the question of whether we 


will have enough to eat, the Gov-. 


ernment experts chorus that there 
is no need for alarm. There will 
be plenty of food for all of us. To 
the question of whether we will 
be eating the same things and in 
the same quantity, there are less 
positive answers, Many possibili- 
ties are hinted at. 

For instance, there’s the possi- 
bility that if the war goes on with 
a consequent tightening up of 
transportation space and with an 
increased war demand for the tin 
used in can packaging of foods, 
you and I may make the acquaint- 
ance of dried or dehydrated foods. 

Right now sun-dried and dehy- 
drated foods are basking in the 
limelight at the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the Department of 
Agriculture. Experts there say 
that the housewife may see’ the 
day when she can carry practicdlly 
a whole meal home in her purse 
rather than in a piled-high market 
basket. 

First, let’s take eggs. Although 
housewives the world over prefer 
to do their own egg breaking, 
many British women have learned 
an egg lesson from the war. They 
are cooking with dried eggs, mak- 
ing omelettes, custards, cookies, 
cakes, gnd other dishes that look 
and taste like those made from 
eggs broken from their shells on 
the spot. 

About 10 pounds of dried whole 
eggs equal 30 dozen shell eggs. 
Dried eggs may be reconstituted 
by adding water. About two ta- 
blespoons of powdered or flaked 
whole egg and two tablespoons of 
water equals one whole egg. 

may sound like some- 


dried. soups that are now being 
prepared by commercial concerns. 
One manufacturer has come out 
with a dried vegetable noodle soup. 
The package gives you the dry in- 
gredients—seven choice vegetables, 
seasonings and egg noodles, vita- 
min-fortified. The only effort 
necessary to make the soup lies in 
adding six cups of boiling water 
and two tablespoons of butter to 
the contents of the package. Sim- 
mer 20 minutes and you have a pot 
of soup that once took.a half-day 
to cook. 

Besides the familiar forms. of 
fried fruits, apples are now being 
sent to Britain in the form of 
dried apple pomace and the Amer- 
ican housewife may some day be 
making her applesauce with pom- 
ace instead of the whole fruit. 


“Dried fruits and vegetables,” re- experts say that most of us have’ 
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marked one Washington nutrition 
expert, “have come of age, chiefly 
because of the shortage of metal 
for packaging. They are here to 
stay even after the emergency, be- 
cause they are good, economical 
and easy to prepare.” 
a Se 

HILE the substitution of dried 
W eo: fresh fruits and vegetables 

is no immediate threat to the 
housewife who fears wartime 
changes, there is one substitution 
that is promised soon. That lies in 
the field of fats and oils. Most of our 
supply..of palm and coconut oils 
has been cut off. Olive oil passed 
from the picture some time ago. 
Now the housewife is faced with 
using such homegrown products as 
peanut, cottonseed and soybean 
oils. The Department of Agricul- 
ture has called for fast work in 
the battle of fats and oils. The 
livestock population on our farms 
is 5 per cent greater than a year 
ago and a still greater increase is 
urged this year. In addition, the 
goal set for this year’s soybean 
and peanut production calls for an 
increase of 500,000,000 pounds of 
oil. 

Government officials say that 
there is no immediate need to wor- 
ry about rationing of any item of

there’s no need to get excited. 

“The chart,” says the Bureau of 
Home Economics, “includes all the 
sugar you get in sirups, molasses, 
jellies, preserves and candy, as 
well as white, brown and maple 
sugar, Don't think you have to 
have all the sugar called for in the 
chart in the form of just plain 
white sugar.” 

And remember that the ration- 
ing plan is on a person-by-person 
basis. The mama of the family 
buys 12 ounces for each member 
of her family. What's left over 
from the three ounces needed by 
three-year-old Jane goes to make 
up what’s needed for’ herself and 
Jane’s papa. 
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RICE ADMINISTRATOR 
LEON HENDERSON has an- 
“nounced that there’s no need 
for housewives to worry about a 
sugar shortage for this year’s can- 
ning season, that sugar will be 
available for home canning. But 
the Bureau of Home Econom- 
ics isn’t taking any chances and 
in. case something goes ‘wrong, 
they’ve figured out how to put up 
preserves without sugar. If you’d 
like the solution, write the Superin- 
tendent of Public Documents, 
Wi D. C., for Home Can- 
ning pamphlet No. FB-1762, en- 
closing 10 cents in stamps or well- 
wrapped coin. 

To. help yourself become accus- 
tomed to the use of less sugar, the 
Office of Price Administration sug- 
gests the folowing dodges: 

Try less sugar in your coffee and 
tea. Your taste will sdon become 
conditioned to the change, In any 
case, stir well the sugar you do 
use. 
Make fewer desserts that require 
sweetening ~with sugar. Fresh 
fruit salad is one dessert that has 
plenty of natural sugar. 

Dried fruits such as raisins, 


dates, figs, prunes, peaches, apri- 
cots and others are rich in sugar. 
Eat them with breakfast cereal, 
in desserts and in place of candy. 
Fresh fruits are rich in sugar. Use 
them extensively. 

Candy, ice cream, chewing gum 
and soda are rich in sugar. If 
you use them, remember that cuts 
down the amount of sugar you 
need with your foods. 

Salmon and tutia -may soon be 
on the “hard to get” marketing 
list. Tea, of which we have about 
five month’s supply, may disap- 
pear entirely, along with such 
things as imported spices and 
tapioca. But when the housewife 
finds herself doing without, ac 
cepting substitute products, cop- 
ing with sugar rationing, there is 
always the comforting thought 
that the American dinner table is 
in no immediate danger of the fate 
that has overtaken the British 
board. In Britain meat, butter, 
cheese, practically every foodstuff 
is rationed except bread, flour, po- 
tatoes, poultry, game and fish. 

War production officials here 
say the housewife can play a stel- 
lar rolé in keeping the American 
dinner table appetizingly and nu- 
tritiously set. Here’s how you can 
help in winning our food battle: 

Read labels, check sizes, to 
avoid wasteful buying. 

Study the basic principes of good 
nutrition and serve well-balanced 
meals. 

Plan 
can buy in economical quantities. 

Waste no food; make yourself a 
“left-over” expert. 

Avoid hoarding and price hys- 
teria,

The same does not, however, ap- 
ply to the single people, but other 
factors enter in. Alcoholism, for 
instance, particularly among males, 
is far more prevalent among the 
single and widowed than among 
married people. The actual figures 
show that 1% per cent of all 
deaths at the ages of 20 to 44 for 
the single and 1 per cent for the 
widowed were attributed to alco- 
holism, while forthe married, there 
was only a little more than % of 1 
per cent. 

Accidents appear to happen more 
often to people living alone than 
to those who have family attach- 
ments. Single and widowed people 
are more inclined to take serious 
risks. The death rate among 
widowed males between the ages 
of 20 and 44 due to accidents in 
22 per cent of all deaths.

SUICIDE IS ALSO higher among 
the singled and widowed, which 
would seem to indicate that the 
responsibility of a family tends to 
strengthen the will to live even 
when seemingly insurmountable 
problems present themselves. 

Another group of diseases which 
indicate that there is some differ- 
ence between the married and 
single state is influenza and pneu- 
monia. Single and widowed males 
between 45 and 74 have a rate of 
7, while the same group among 
the married have a rate of 6. That 
females do not show quite the 
marked difference might be inter- 
preted as indicating that the mar- 
ried men have someone to look 
after them and flutter over them 
and make them change from wet 
to dry clothes and keep them from 
exposure.
